We were shown yesterday by a gentieman 
just from Porter Springs, a epecimen of the 
genuine New Eugland brook trout, or as it is 
g merally called the speckled trout, which 
eb und in the mountain brooks in the viciaity 
oi Porter Springs, Lumpkin county, in this 
state. Itis perhaps the most beautiful fish 
pond in American waters, and though eommon 
in the brooks of New England, ie rarely found 
in the south. There are a few poiate in the 
mountainous regions of Virginia and North 
Carolina of great altituae where they are fo und, 
They are the only kind of fish found in the 
mountain brooks in the vicinity of Porter 
Springs, and they exist there in great nuub ft

They are seld m more than one foot in 
length and have no scales. On their sides they 
are dotted with beautiful dee red spots about 
the site of a large pin bead, which spots are in 
regular sines. They beiong to the salmon spe 
cies and the meat of most of them are ofa rich 
salmou oder. The experiment of 
wansporting them to the brooks on 
the Atiande slope of the mountain 
to stock those waters with them has been re- 
peatedly made, but hays f iledin every instanc2 
They cannot exist except in very cold water, 
and the water on the seuth side of the mountain 
is too warm forthem. They abound in all the 
steamsin the elevated table land on top of the 
Blue Ridge, known as Seneca, a section of coun. 
try just over the top of the mouutain from For- 
ter Springs, and about three to ten miles dis- 
tant. It was ia this section of our state that 
there was snow on the first day of this month. 
For several hours there was a heavy {ali of 
snow, to which we alluded in last Friday’s is- 
sue.

It is said that Chamberlain will is- 
sue a proclamation commanding all the 
white companies and clubs to surren- 
der their arms and disband within a 
stated period. This is t- e act of a ty- 
rant. It is the forerunner of bloody 
usurpation and massacre. Bui it is a 
demand which will not be heeded and 
dare not be obeyed. The peo- 
ple have the right to 
bear arms in their own de- 
fence. The secondj amendment to the 
constitution of the United States guar- 
antees that “the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed.”” Chamberlain has no more 
authority to command the people 
peacefully bearing arms for thei own 
protection and threatening no viola- 
tion of law to lay down their arms 
than has the blubber-lipped king of 
Dahomey. 

Tle commands oniy the “white” 
clubs and companies to do thie 
ob dience to his will. Why 
not the bored clubs 
and companies as well? If his object 
is to prevent breaches of the peace, to 
prevent insurrection and domestic vio- 
lence, then he should treat all alike 
and not seek to disarm one class and 
leave the other in possession of mur- 
ous weapons of offence, prepared to 
use them at the suggestion of their vile 
lemlers or their own capricious will.
